Lout: Forty Million Dollars 


TN deference to * naval program adopted five years ago, and 
A therefore almost as out of date as one adopted fifty years ago, 
aad in pursuance of a naval policy which has no logical relation 
to existing international conditions, the Senate Wednesday 
added more than forty million dollars to the current federal ex- 
penses. This profligate waste of the nation's wealth occurred 
not twenty-four hours after President Harding, speaking in New 
York City, has pledged the government to rigid economy. 


The waste of money is not, however, the most serious fea- 


ture of Wednesday's action. The difference between the Senate 
naval bill and the rejected amendments amounts to only a dol- 
lar or a dollar and a half for each American family, and few 
Americans would begrudge this amount if it bot anything. The 
trouble is that the big navy program is not likely to buy anything 
oat sorrow. The war has left us the second naval power in the 
world. If we keep on building at the present rate for five or ten 
yean we shall be the first naval power in the world, provided 
that our ships and guns are not rendered obsolete in the mean- 
time by new weapons and new defenses. 


A battleship nowadays is a bet: it may or may not be good 
lor anything in a fight. The chances are that naval warfare will 
be great?: 'li-r.gcd by the use 01 the airplane, by the employ- 
ment of poison gas. and perhaps by the further development of 
the submarine. The naval officers of the old school, who drew 
up the 1916 program and who still insist on putting it thru, cer- 
tainly do not take these possibilities sufficiently into account. 


But technical considerations are not as important as po- 


litical ones. We are building a navy, but no one knows or will 
tell what we mean to do with it when we get it built. If we in- 
tend to fight England it should be one kind of navy. If we in- 
tend to fight Japan it should be another sort, and if we figure on 
fighting England and Japan at the same time, a third and more 
complex plan is demanded. A navy maintained for the purpose 
of taking on all comers i.- in this age silly and useless. If we are 
to prepare effectually to fight we must know within narrow 
limits who our enemies will be. Nobody does know, however, 
or dares be frank about it. 
Nothing was more significant in the vote Wednesday than 


the distribution of the six r.nti-league irreconcilables who were 
present. Borah and LJ. Follette were, of course, against the big 
navy program, while Brandegee,Fernald, Moses, and Poindexter 
were for it. In this cia^h between "little Americans" and jingoes 
many of those who have disagreed most violently with Borah 
and La Foilette* will have no hesitation for once in standing with 
them.
